which they had selected to learn, or as zoologists 
knowledgeable in the habitat they studied as part of 
a cross-curriculum project that encompasses science, 
technology, reading, and geography, among other 
subjects. 

Fourth-grade teacher Nicole Radke said the students 
have been researching their selected animal for about five 
weeks, learning about characteristics, adaptations, habitat, 
and life cycle in preparation for the two-day Sippican zoo 
event. 

"The kids did it all themselves, with support from 
their parents at home and it's been great,'' said Radke. "So 
they can feel proud that it's their own work." 

Students did all their own online research, created 
poster boards, and wrote reports on all sorts of different 
species of insects, spiders, mammals, reptiles, marsupials, 
and more.

"We couldn't be more proud, honestly," said Radke, 
speaking on behalf of Kim Souza, Courtney Sheehan, and 
Mary Jane Menezes, the other three fourth-grade teachers.

One Small Story 

This Mattapoisett Life 
By Marilou Newell 

He died three years ago this May. He never spoke 
a single word about his experience on the beach at 
Normandy or any aspect of his military service during my 
youth. What little we do know was shared with us after 
he sustained a massive head injury from falling down 
stairs in his own home at the age of 80 something. 

One day, while sitting in his tiny kitchen, his mind 
wandered and he began to mention anecdotal details of 
being in WWII. I asked him what it sounded like as they 
landed in Normandy I expected him to say deafening. 
What he said was, ''boys were falling in the water all 
around us ... it sounded like ping, ping, ping. . The 
sound of bullets hitting the metal boats. His eyes looked 
through me, through walls, through the years back to that 
day. 

He received a Bronze Star. I tried to get details. 
Dealing with the military bureaucracy is quite nearly 
an exercise in futility, and nearly impossible for Dad's 
history. All records for his unit were lost in a massive fire 
of military records somewhere in Oklahoma. We do have 
his Bronze Star and a few strands of information and that 
is all. 

During his wake, as friends and family milled 
around the funeral home, a professional colleague of mine 
was looking at the display of Dad's military metals. He 
turned to me and said, "Your father was a hero, Marilou." 
My response was one of face saving. I said, "Oh, yes, 
he was." But at that moment, I didn't know, I was not 
informed, I felt sad and sick by my ignorance. I felt 
shame. 

Dad played his part in WWII as he was supposed 
to. His work, his efforts, his small but important part 
were never ever discussed. Not unusual I'm made to 
understand by people from that era. Yet, tears of pride 
and sadness mix when I think of what that experience

must have been like for him, when I ponder it all today. 
I placed an arrangement of silk flowers at his grave on 
Memorial Day weekend. There is a foot marker courtesy 
of a veteran's organization noting his Bronze Star status 
and recently one placed for my Mother as well. I look at 
those markers and wonder how two people who lived 
together for 70 years could have been so far apart. 

I have a hard time forgiving my Mother for her 
unmerciful crucifying of my Father. She said on many 
occasions that he was a coward because he had hidden 
under his overturned Jeep for days way back when, rather 
than fight his way out. 

His brother told me, before his own death, that 
Dad had suffered "battle fatigue'' when he returned 
home from the war. The brothers had talked apparently. 
It relieves my mind to know my Father was at least 
able to talk to his only sibling about whatever he was 
going through. His brother, a career Naval officer, would 
understand and I'm sure that's what gave my Father the 
comfort level to reveal himself in this manner. He didn't 
do so with anyone else. 

What little I understand is that Dad was the driver 
for a commander of some sort, and the two of them 
had been attacked while driving away from Normandy 
and deeper into France on their way to help liberate the 
country. They became separated from their unit. How his 
Jeep overturned, I don't know. They were attacked by the 
Germans, that much was said. So he and his commander 
took refuge under the vehicle and protected themselves 
from harm for several days in the cold and the wet and 
the uncertainty. I think that every solider in every branch 
of every military service is charged with the responsibility 
of taking care of themselves so that they can fight for their 
country for the cause at hand. To that end. Dad fulfilled 
his duty. They eventually were able to continue forward. 

Very late in his life, as the jigsaw pieces of his 
memory coupled and uncoupled in our conversations, he 
told me that story of being alone with his commanding 
officer trying to re-establish contact with their unit. His 
job was to get this officer to a specific location, safely. He 
did that job while stealthily moving through the French 
countryside trying to avoid the retreating Germans. The 
rest is my imagination. 

I was born in 1951. He would have been home 
less than six years from that war. He was home and he 
was struggling. I grew up with a Father whose silent

presence marks my own history. The in-home accident he 
sustained many decades later, akin to a car crash, resulted 
in permanent frontal lobe injury and personality changes. 
He was social, friendly, eager for company and to please 
others, and he longed for love. We spent many hours 
together in happy companionship. Those last years of his 
life I cherish for the closeness we shared. 

As the country once again remembers its soldiers 
and their sacrifices both seen and unseen, I remember 
Dad. I remember a man who kept his personal narrative 
to himself because to speak of it was tantamount to 
conceit. He was not a perfect man, husband, or father; he 
simply put on his yoke each day and took care of business 
as best he could. He kept his own counsel until the head 
injury unleashed his tongue and still of WWII he barely 
spoke at all. 

Dad is one of thousands who, with quiet dignity, 
returned home to blend back into the fabric of American 
life and pick-up where they left off before the war. Today, 
with all the publicity given soldiers and veterans we 
understand just how hard the old guard had it because 
modern conversation translates that unspoken history 
- Dad's history and all the other 'boys' and of course, 
women. 

When the Iraq War began. Dad cried. He said war 
was stupid. He said people shouldn't kill other people, 
and he said Bush didn't know what he was doing. That 
it was all wrong. He was outraged and saddened. He 
stopped watching the news on TV. He understood from 
his own experience what war truly is - a brutal, evil hell

A run through the woods can be just as invigorating as 
a rigorous hike, but the Delano Memorial Forest had 
me slowing down for my senses to take in everything 
around me. My feet on the earth below, the feathers and 
little creatures I passed along the way, the birds and wild 
turkeys that brought me to a standstill. 

Some short, beckoning side trails lead to the 
riverside, "Sarah's Rock,'' and a memorial stone placed 
in memory of Stephen Delano, reminding everyone "This 
was his woodland." 

Almost halfway in, the trail forks and, knowing that 
the left trail would end abruptly at one point according 
to the Rochester Land Trust trail guide, my curiosity, 
which always triumphs, made me follow it anyway and 
I was glad I did. It was like I had stumbled into the baby 
pine nursery, with young pine saplings lining the straight 
narrow path that opened up to a reddening cranberry 
bog. 

I had to retrace my steps back to the loop trail, but it 
was my pleasure to re-experience the path all over again 
from the opposite direction. 

Along the last leg of the loop, I eventually noticed 
I was walking along a primitive ancient stone wall 
overtaken by time and buried in a mossy grave. The 
leaves of centuries of autumns have it almost completely 
covered, except for a single obelisk-like rock with a 
forgotten purpose reaching up from the past and speaking

Who put you there, and what for? Why are you 
there, I wondered?

Seeking Citizen Scientists for Bam Swallow Study

The aerial acrobatics of swallows in flight is a 
welcome sight in springtime for those concerned about 
the declining population of barn swallows. 

Climate change, the use of pesticides, and even 
house sparrows are threating the "common'' barn 
swallow, as numbers have steadily declined. The Mass 
Audubon "State of the Birds" has identified barn 
swallows as rapidly decreasing in number, and the 
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Graduate of University of Lisbon, 
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535 Faunce Corner Road, Dartmouth 
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Ifowthom Medical Associates 
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decline is widespread. Barn swallows have been added to 
Canada's list of endangered species. 

As part of the "Big Barn Study/' the Mass Audubon 
Society is seeking the help of Tri-Town residents who 
would act as citizen scientists in a Barn Swallow counting 
to find out how many there are, where they are breeding, 
and which sites they may have abandoned. 

All one would have to do is pick a spot and visit it 
three times before June 30, the end of the mating season, 
and then enter the data on the Big Barn Study data 
reporting website. 

Barn swallows usually build their nests on 
manmade structures like barns, bridges, and overpasses, 
and there are three criteria for choosing a location. 
The structure must be at least six feet tall, have a large 
opening that is never sealed such as a barn door or loft, 
and the bridge or overpass must be large enough to span 
at least one lane. Empty barns and overpasses where 
swallows are absent is also valuable information that can 
be reported to Mass Audubon. 

If you encounter a swallow nest and you are not 
sure if it is inhabited, look for some telltale signs such as 
bird droppings on the ground (swallows are very clean 
birds that do not defecate in their nests). There are two 
swallows to a nest, and a mirror at the end of a retractable 
pole is a great way to peek inside a nest that is out of 
reach. 

How can you tell if what you spot is indeed a barn 
swallow? Barn swallow tails are long and forked, and the 
wings are long and narrow with a distinct point. They are 
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entirely iridescent blue above, and white, buffy, or pale 
orange underneath. 

While tracking the swallows, be on the lookout 
for house sparrows, an invasive, aggressive species of 
sparrow not native to North America. These common 
brown birds often evict other birds, including swallows, 
from their nests and take them over, sometimes attacking 
or killing them. 

Lauren Miller-Donnelly of Mass Audubon said she 
once saw a house sparrow nest constructed out of the 
dead carcass of a blue bird, and she advocates getting rid 
of the European species whenever possible. 

''House sparrows are not protected under the 
Migratory Bird Treaty Act,'' said Miller-Donnelly. 
"Whenever I can I will 'eliminate' them from the 
population." One way of repelling house sparrows, added 
Miller-Donnelly is to hang strips of Mylar or "anything 
shiny that could blow in the wind." 

Swallows migrate to South America every fall, 
making them long-distance migratory insectivores, which 
means they feed solely on insects, catching their prey in 
mid-flight. 

They generally nest in areas near meadows and 
ponds where they can be seen catching insects on the 
wing and swooping low over the water's surface to drink 
and bathe while flying. They are agile, swift flyers.

Selectmen to Discuss Budgets With ORR 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
By Marilou Newell 
During his report to the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen on June 10, Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne discussed the upcoming Tri-Town Selectmen's 
Meeting scheduled for June 19 at 7:00 pm in ORRHS. 
Gagne said that he recently had conversations with 
Superintendent Doug White regarding the prudent use 
of excess and deficiency funds rather than for operating 
expenses and had been encouraged that things were 
moving in the right direction. He said that the Tri-Town 
selectmen's involvement moving forward with ORR 
financial matters would be beneficial. White indicated to 
Gagne that he is looking to put together a reserve fund 
for unforeseen emergencies and capitol planning building 
needs. Gagne also said that the town's investment firm, 
Bartholomew and Company (located in Worcester), 
had offered to assist the school department with OPEB 
planning. 

Gagne also asked the board to vote on the 
appointment of Jill Simmons as reserve police officer on 
the waterfront and F. Mitchell Suzan as special reserve 
officer for details only. 

Elsewhere on the agenda the board reorganized, 
voting Tyler Macallister as Clerk, Jordan CoUyer as Vice 
Chairman, and Paul Silva as Chairman. 

Michael King came before the board requesting 
permission to discuss his farming enterprise with 
the Board of Health. As an appointed member of the 
Conservation Commission, King needed the board's 
permission according to state ethics rules. He received 
approval. 

Special one-day liquor licenses were approved for 
the YMCA for several upcoming charity events. These 
events are primarily for the purpose of raising funds to 
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help subsidize camping tuition for children with financial 
hardship. 

The selectmen voted approval for the MS Bike 
Charity Ride to move through six miles of Mattapoisett on 
June 21, which also received an affirmative response from 
Police Chief Mary Lyons. 

Town Clerk Catherine Hueberger came before the 
board to discuss the possibility of extending voting hours 
during local elections. Both she and Gagne had heard 
from the public that opening the polls at 8:00 am for local 
elections would be beneficial. She estimated the increased 
expense at $400. The selectmen tabled the decision until 
the September meeting to give them ample opportunity 
to discuss the time change with Old Hammondtown 
School's administration. 
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Allen Decker of the Buzzards Bay Coalition met 
with the board to discuss the approval of a conservation 
restriction on town property adjacent to Nasketucket 
Reservation. He said that the sale of the conservation 
restriction to the state for $180,000 will help the town 
with the purchase price for the 27 acres site. Decker said 
that ultimately it is hoped that this parcel - along with 
the larger reservation - will tie into the bike path, giving 
greater and easier access to this natural recreational area. 

Selectman Paul Silva thanked the coalition through 
Decker for "The Bogs'' recreational area saying it is a 
wonderful location for people to allow their dogs to run 
off leash. 

The board also voted on annual reappointments of 
those sitting on numerous boards and commissions doing 
the work of the town mostly on a voluntary basis. A list of 
those appointments is available at the selectmen's office. 

On the subject of voluntarism, the Selectmen 
are seeking to fill several open seats on the Historical 
Commission and the Zoning Board of Appeals. When 
asked what sort of qualification the board would be 
looking for, particularly for the open seats on the ZBA, 
Silva said, "...dedicated people, willing to participate 
at meetings on a regular basis, people who care about 
the community. . ." He indicated that it would be 'on 
the job training,' humorously interjecting "like being a 
Selectman." 

Earlier in the evening and prior to the beginning 
of the meeting. Melody Pacheco, Secretary to the Board 
of Selectmen, said that around 4:00 pm the Town Hall's 
computer network system was attacked by a virus that 
had inadvertently been introduced into the system via an 
encrypted email from one of the town's banking partners. 
At this writing, resolution of this problem remains 
unknown. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is July 15 at 7:00 pm in Town Hall.

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planning. The purpose of the CIPC is to anticipate future 
tow^n expenses. 

During its March 18 meeting, the committee 
extended the planning window from five years to ten 
years. The CIPC plans to schedule meetings with the 
various department heads and committee chairmen and 
make site visits. 

The request is for each department and committee 
to map out the foreseeable capital projects that fall within 
this ten-year window and possibly identify projects that 
are outside the ten-year window. 

Department and committee heads have already 
submitted their projections for the next five years. 

Looking beyond 2015, some of the projections 
show a new roof on the Atlantis Drive facility in FY 2023 
for $150,000. Other items include $1,000,000 in FY 2019 
for construction of a new Department of Public Works 
complex, $32,000 for replacement of an HVAC unit at the 
Marion Natural History Museum, and $50,000 for well 
field exploration. 

Within the five-year window, projections include 
$40,000 for a one-ton 4x4 with a plow, $150,000 for a 
design of a new Department of Public Works complex, 
$100,000 for a six- wheel dump truck with plow, and 
$5,071,000 for Phase IB Drainage, Sewer, and Paving in 
the village. 

All future proposed projects are subject to town 
approval at the spring and fall town meetings. 

Proposed projects that have no date attached and 
could happen beyond the ten-year window include 
$5,000,000 for the Town House project, which has yet to 
be determined. Other projects include $950,000 for a fire 
station upgrade and $500,000 for a Council on Aging 
Senior Center. 

Other items discussed at the meeting included 
gathering information on past projects approved at 
town meetings and whether there were any projects still 
outstanding with funds in escrow. 

''We would like to know if there are any outstanding 
items from the May 2013 Town Meeting and prior years ... 
what has not been spent,'' said board member Carol Sans. 

"What is voted at town meeting ... those monies 
cannot be spent on anything other than what the voters 
approved," said Chairman Norm Hills. 

The board did not determine the date of their

Board Debates Its Own Authority 

Rochester Planning Board

Discussion over revisions to the town subdivision 
rules and regulations took a turn toward the hypothetical 
when Rochester Planning Board member Ben Bailey 
questioned the board's right to dictate precisely where 
someone could build a house on his/her property 

The speculative scenario had to do particularly with 
any landowner who would want to build a house in the 
middle of a field, which Chairman Arnold Johnson said 
the board could deny if it so chose. 

"I don't know why a person with a piece of property 
can't build a house [in a field]/' said Bailey 

Johnson referred to a survey that Rochester residents 
filled out some time ago pertaining to the development of 
Rochester. 

"They gave quite detailed answers," said board 
member Susan Teal. "They wanted to see Rochester grow, 
but they didn't want to have it in their faces." She added 
that the trend is to build farther in the woods, out of view 
from the road. 

"If it's a violation of property rights, it's a violation 
of property rights," stated Bailey. 

Johnson said it equates to the board simply asking 
the owner to submit details on the natural features on 
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the property. When Bailey asked if there was a by-law 
regulating this matter, Johnson told him yes. 

Bailey appeared physically appalled and called 
the by-law "an egregious violation of people's property 
rights.'' 

"Personally I think it's a good by-law," Johnson said 
after explaining that the board regulates the placement 
of the structure on the lot, and the property owner must 
submit the plan for approval. "This town is known for its 
stone walls, its fields," said Johnson. 

"But you don't pay taxes on those things," replied 
Bailey. 

Johnson told Bailey he would lose that argument 
because although the board can place restrictions on the 
location of the house, one could still build a house on the 
property. 

"We're not saying you can't put a house on the lot," 
said Johnson. "We're not stopping them from building, 
Ben, there's a difference." Johnson continued, essentially 
explaining the difference between prohibiting and 
regulating. 

Bailey thought the board's right to decide which 
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fields or which trees were worth saving sounded 
arbitrary. 

"The people who want these things (protected 
views) aren't the people who own this (hypothetical) 
property and pay the taxes on the property/' said Bailey 
He likened the situation to wanting a winning lottery 
ticket and then taking one from another person's pocket. 

"We're not taking anyone's property away from 
them," said Johnson. "We're controlling how it looks." 
Johnson called the by-law "a planning tool." 

"It's just like asking them to plot wetlands," said 
Johnson. 

The board recommended a number of other 
additions and omissions to the ongoing revisions to the 
subdivision rules and regulations, including some items 
on the site plan review application. 

In other matters, the board did not end up sending 
a letter to Shawmut Associates, Inc. regarding their 
dwindling escrow account and requesting them to add 
additional funds to cover the costs of future inspections. 
The day after the May 27 meeting, Shawmut Associates 
voluntarily sent a check to the Planning Department 
to cover the cost of the outstanding invoice for an 
engineering inspection, and Board Administrator Patrice 
LaForest said Shawmut Associates would also be sending 
another $2,250 to cover the estimated cost of one further 
inspection. 

The two items on the agenda for Harris Real Estate 
Boston, LLC to rescind a Form C Subdivision Approval, 
and also an application for an Approval not Required, 
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were continued until July 8 at the applicant's request. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board is 
June 24 at 7:00 pm in Town Hall. 

ConCom Says Planning Owns Drainage 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Once again, it was late into the evening's agenda 
when Mattapoisett's Conservation Commission tackled 
the issue of drainage problems at two residential sub- 
divisions, Appaloosa Lane and Brandt Point Village. 

Chairman Peter Newton made it clear that Planning 
Boards were ultimately responsible for the approval and 
oversight of engineered drainage systems. These boards 
can call for "as-built" plans post-construction to ensure 
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that a project was completed as planned and approved. 

As a point of clarity, however, he also said that in 
so far as those systems involve protected wetlands, then 
ConCom would have some jurisdictional oversight. 
Newton pointed out that the Conservation Commission's 
primary responsible was to ensure that the wetlands 
protection act was followed. Further, any 'conditions' 
imposed by the commission on projects for which they 
have jurisdiction, oversight of the conditions fell to 
ConCom. But regarding the enforcement of engineered 
plans, Newton said the Planning Board was in the 
driver's seat. 

Regarding the two sub-divisions that continue 
to bring out abutters and neighbors, the commission 
reviewed their current status. 

Brandt Point Village recently lost its bid with the 
Planning Board to increase the total number of bedrooms 
at the 41-unit site. The developer's representatives had 
been before ConCom on several occasions regarding a 
remediation area that had not been completed and to 
share with the commission their plan for a 'Bio-Clear' 
septic system. The developer planned to install this state- 
of-the-art sanitation system if they received approval 
to increase the total number of bedrooms at the sub- 
division. Failing that, the future of the project is presently 
unknown. ConCom member Bob Rogers said, "....we now 
have an unmotivated developer. . 

Although the remediation area is still part of the 
developer's responsibility, Rogers felt that if they didn't 
move forward with completion of the site as originally 
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approved, there wasn't much the commission could do 
to enforce the 'condition/ As for the drainage issues at 
the site. Highway Superintendent Barry Denham had 
told both the Planning Board and ConCom that a brook 
contiguous to the sub-division and to Gary Lane is the 
responsibility of the developer for the 500 feet on his site. 
The balance of the brook passes through private lands. 
Now that the developer's project is up in the air, plans 
for clearing the brook and making it more efficient as 
part of the sub-division drainage system is also unclear. 
Rogers and Denham both expressed serious concerns for 
the homeowners who have already purchased homes at 
the site and to whom the responsibility for a very large 
private septic system may fall. 

Appaloosa Lane, another highly contentious sub- 
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division, was also discussed. ConCom had asked that 
Brian Grady of GAF Engineering come before them to 
bring them up to date on drainage construction at the 
site. However, Grady had no new news to share, stating 
that he had been out of town and unable to find out what 
work the contractor was undertaking at the request of the 
developer, Michael Solimando. 

Grady was fully aware of the ongoing problem with 
drainage basins retaining water and thus creating large 
stagnant pools ripe with mosquito breeding, but due to 
the standing water, investigating the basins themselves 
was impossible. 

Denham told the commission that the Planning 
Board was holding a public hearing on the sub-division 
on June 16. The public notice for that hearing reads in 
part, . .the Mattapoisett Planning Board will hold a 
Public Hearing on Monday, June 16 at 7 pm in Town Hall 
... to consider modification, amendment or rescission 
of a Form C approval issued to Michael Solimando for 
sub-division of land on Appaloosa Lane located off River 
Road. . (The full hearing notice can be found at www. 
mattapoisett.net on the Planning Board page.) 

Patricia Apperson, 21 River Road, and Brian Cook, 
11 River Road were both in attendance to plead for some 
relief from what has become an unrelenting drainage 
problem on their properties. Apperson asked several 
times why ConCom couldn't do more to make the 
developer fix the drainage problems, but again heard that 
the Planning Board held the responsibility. After lengthy 
discussion, several to-does were given to Grady: 1) 
Obtain mosquito pellets from the board of health for the 
standing water, 2) Visit the site with Conservation Agent 
Liz Leidhold and Director of Inspectional Services Andy 
Bobola to determine if soil erosion is entering wetlands 
or leaving the site, and 3) Invite Solimando to attend 
the next ConCom meeting to present the most recent 
drainage plan that was approved by the Planning Board. 
In the end, the abutters heard that the developer had the 
ultimate responsibility to fix problems at the site. 

Earlier in the evening, Wyandotte Farm, Mr. and 
Mrs. Michael King, 88 Marion Road received a Negative 
2 determination and will be able to move forward with 
plans to build a "hugelkultur,'' aka hoogle culture raised 
composite bed. This will allow the farm to compost 
chicken processing by-products and waste while also 
growing plants in raised composted beds. 
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Mark Burbine, 5 Avenue B, received a Negative 
2 determine for the construction of a small kitchen 
addition in a flood zone. Edward Ruel, 2 Beach Street, 
also received a negative determination for the expansion 
of a deck. And, Anne Donnelon, 20 Highland Avenue, 
received a negative determination for the construction of 
a concrete driveway to replace crushed seashells. 

The continued hearing for Blue Wave LLC for the 
construction of a solar farm off Crystal Spring Road 
moved closer to a reality. Rick Charon, engineer, came 
before ConCom noting that he had met with the town's 
peer review consultant, Gary James, and several of James' 
concerns regarding impervious drainage conditions 
have been resolved. Newton and ConCom member 
Marylou Kelliher shared the results of their site visit to 
the Rochester solar farm currently suffering from severe 
erosion. Charon said that without proper management 
of the soils prior to the establishment of planted grasses, 
erosion could result. He detailed that the types of soil at 
the Crystal Spring site were different from the sandy soils 
at the Rochester location and that part of Blue Wave's 
plans would be erosion mitigation planning. 

Drainage issues along Crystal Spring Road were 
once again discussed with Peter Wolski, 4 Crystal Spring 
Road, again airing his concerns along with questions 
regarding water shed into the aquifer. Charon countered 
that the drainage issues along this roadway were of a 
long-standing nature and not a result of run off from 
the proposed solar field and that the area is not part 
of the aquifer. Wolski wanted to know who was going 
to be around to contact if something goes wrong with 
the drainage system. Charon said that Blue Wave was 
ultimately responsible. Wolski asked the commission and 
all boards to please be conservative when reviewing this 
project. Blue Wave's hearing was continued until June 23. 

The site for the future Southcoast Farms, 11 and 13 
Industrial Drive, cleared a small hurdle when Bob Field 
of Field Engineering told ConCom that he had receive 
clearance from state fish and wildlife agencies to remove 
existing stock piles of soils within a 100-foot buffer zone 
to a bordering vegetate wetland. The project was allowed 
to move forward with standard conditions.

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Committee Embraces New PARCC Assessment 

Marion School Committee

The Marion School Committee said good-bye 
to the old pencil and paper MCAS (Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System) and hello to the new 
online PARCC (Partnership for Assessment of Readiness 
for College and Careers) exam during its June 5 meeting. 

Just as Rochester had done the night before, Marion 
chose to embrace the PARCC exam after a pilot of the 
exam at Sippican School and an informative presentation 
by Superintendent Doug White, who advocated for 
replacing MCAS with PARCC before the State stops using 
MCAS on its own accord in 2015. The Board of Education 
granted local school committees the choice to decide 
between the two exams. 

"Whether it be a PARCC school or an MCAS 
school,'' said White, ''we can't be both." White added 
that if Marion decided to go with PARCC, the State 
would back the change by assisting with technology 
infrastructure support and professional development. The 
decision must be made by October 1, and White said the 
sooner the committee decided, the better. 

"In 2016, [MCAS] will no longer be a viable test in 
grades three through six," said White; however, for the 
time being, MCAS will remain a graduation requirement, 
and the science MCAS will also remain the same, for now. 
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Sippican School Principal Lyn Rivet said a select 
group of students who took the pilot PARCC test liked it 
more than MCAS because it was a shorter exam, but they 
had frustrations with the manipulation of the technology 

As Rivet explained, some students had difficulty 
navigating the exam, like finding the math calculator 
that the website provides for the test. Students who also 
went back to alter their open response questions were 
disconcerted when, after pressing the delete button, their 
entire open response questions were erased. 

"Overall, the response . . . was that they were excited 
about being able to take it on the computer,'' said Rivet. 
However, she added, "They would have felt more assured 
... if there had been some sort of practice involved." 

There are other benefits to adopting PARCC now 



before the State decides which exam they will issue in 
2016, as White explained. 

Students would get acclimated earlier to the online 
testing, and there is no risk to the school's Level 1 status, 
since 2015 test results would not count against the school. 

"What I see is an opportunity for our kids to be 
exposed to and have the opportunity to try this test," said 
White. 

But as School Committee member Christine Winters 
pointed out, there is no guarantee that the State will 
choose to continue using PARCC in 2016, so why adopt it 
now? 

"But MCAS will never be here again," said White. 
"Some other online test will be used in 2016 ... MCAS is 
no longer a test that is aligned to the Common Core." 
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Chairman Joseph Scott concurred, saying, 
"Experience is going to benefit us no matter what the 
(future online) test is." 

Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos added 
another benefit to adopting the online test, describing the 
labor-intensive process of preparing the MCAS testing 
materials, sharpening pencils, counting test packets, and 
checking seals and codes. 

"It is truly a gigantic labor," said Frangos. "And 
if we could go to this (online) modality, it would be 
amazing." 

Winters pointed out that Sippican students have 
already engaged in the Galileo testing online, so what 
would be the added value in adopting PARCC? 

"It equates to everything," said Scott, "Practice, 
practice, practice. . ." 

School Committee member Christine Marcolini saw 
the benefit of adding "time on learning" by doing away 
with MCAS, which takes place over the course of the 
entire day, while PARCC is just about 90 minutes long. 

"Also, the amount of staff that has to be covering all 
that day long..." said Marcolini. 

All committee members voted in favor of PARCC, 
with Winters abstaining from voting. 

In other matters, the committee approved the plans 
for the new Sippican School playground, a $9,000 project 
that will be completely paid for by donations and private 
funding with no cost to taxpayers. 

Physical education teacher Joe Resmini presented 
the plans that now include a black top area on which 
older students could play. 

"Older kids have nowhere to play basketball or 
four square," said Resmini. "The human body needs 
movement and it needs movement all throughout the 
day." He said students' brains become more focused and 
active, resulting in better learners. "It would definitely 
reduce the amount of behavior problems at recess," added 
Resmini. 

The committee also approved keeping Whaling 
City Transportation as the Town's special education 
transportation, and they approved the YMCA lease for 
use of the Sippican School facilities. 

The committee approved the School Improvement 
Plan developed in part by the Sippican School Council, as 
well as Frangos' Professional Development Plan. 
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The committee welcomed new committee member 
Kate Houdelette, and said farewell to Director of Student 
Services Theresa Hamm, who is retiring at the end of 
the school year after over 20 years of service in the Old 
Rochester Regional District. 

Yes to Additional Teacher, Yes to PARCC 

Mattapoisett School Committee

Mattapoisett School Committee members are 
celebrating the approval of an additional second grade 
teacher at Center School after receiving the go-ahead from 
the Town to hire a new teacher and pay for the health 
insurance with extra funds left over from the school fiscal 
2014 budget. 



The position will be for one year only, in order to 
alleviate the larger-sized first-grade classes transitioning 
into the second grade, which currently has just three 
teachers. 

After Superintendent Doug White's announcement 
that the town administrator agreed to the position as long 
as the Town did not have to contribute to the new hire's 
health insurance, the committee eagerly approved the 
position on June 9. 

''A celebration is in order I think,'' said Chairman 
James Higgins. 

Higgins had been advocating for an additional 
second grade teacher for months as the committee 
formulated its FY15 budget with hope that there would be 
room for another teacher. 
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'Thank God/' Principal Rose Bowman silently 
mouthed to some teachers in attendance across the room. 

Also during the meeting, it is three down and one 
to go for individual Tri-Town districts adopting the new 
online PARCC (Partnership for Assessment of Readiness 
for College and Careers) assessment, doing away 
with the old pencil and paper MCAS (Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System). 

White repeated the same PARCC presentation that 
he had given twice before to the two other towns, and 
which he will also present to the Old Rochester Regional 
District School Committee later in the week. 

Students at Old Hammondtown took a pilot pen 
and pencil version of PARCC, and White said, although 
it was not the online version, students had some positive 
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feedback pertaining to the style of and questions asked on 
the test. 

Associate Principal Charles Egan said the shorter 
testing time took some of the pressure off of the students, 
since the MCAS testing is an all-day event, while PARCC 
has a much shorter testing time. 

If students take PARCC instead of MCAS in 2015, 
not only will students get used to taking the exam online, 
but the results will also not count against the school 
should the results of the tests be less than favorable. 

"PARCC could end up not being the assessment (in 
2016),'' said White, "but it will be a 'next generation' type 
assessment." 

The State has given local school committees the 
authority to choose which test to use, but there cannot be 
a combination of the two. It is either PARCC, or MCAS 
and, by 2016, MCAS will disappear and another online 
assessment, yet to be determined, will take its place. 

In other news, committee member James Muse said 
a parent approached him over concerns that the Center 
School playground is not fenced-in, and Muse thought the 
committee should take action to fence it in. 

Facilities Director Gene Jones said the playground 
was in compliance with State regulations, since the 
playground equipment area did not abut a public way or 
waterway. 

"It's a free-flowing thing," said Higgins. "It never 
felt like an unsafe place to be." He added, "We should 
proceed pretty slowly ... I kind of like the way it looks 
there." 
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In the end, the committee decided to investigate the 
possibility of installing a fence, but Higgins emphasized 
that it was not an approval of the fence, just an approval 
to investigate. 

White announced the new associate principal for 
Mattapoisett - Old Hammondtown fourth-grade teacher 
Kevin Tavares - will assume the position as of the next 
school year. Bowman will remain Head Principal, and the 
two will float between the two elementary schools. 

In other business, the committee approved 
the School Improvement Plan, as well as Assistant 
Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos' Professional 
Development Plan. 

This was the final School Committee meeting of the 
school year.

career with a fourteenth place finish in the 100-meter dash 
and a thirteenth place finish in the javelin.

Love Story

The Fault in Our Stars, Starring Shailene Woodley and 
Ansel Elgort. Directed by Josh Boone. Running time: 125 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Every young generation deserves its own great 
love story But does The Fault in Our Stars qualify? I can't 
truly be the judge of its greatness', that call isn't mine to 
make. (My generation has Say Anything and the Before tril- 
ogy and I can imagine the generation before mine taking 
issue with that.) I am no longer a teenager, the ideal age 
at which to experience doomed, star-crossed love — in 
fiction, mind you, not in life — for the first time. Really, 
I can only convey to what extent the movie successfully 
got around my defenses and spoke directly to my inner 
romantic teenager. Like John Green's mega-popular 2012 
novel, on which it's faithfully based. The Fault in Our Stars 
flatters its audience for its hipness to the usual tragic nar- 
rative. But when it comes time to push the time-honored 
emotional buttons, damn, the movie works those buttons, 
'pounds them. Even my inner teenager was offended. 

The Fault in Our Stars is two-thirds of a graceful 
romance. The self-deprecating, sardonic teenager Hazel 
(Shailene Woodley), who narrates, barely holds cancer at 
bay with experimental drugs and an oxygen tank. At a 
rather pitiful support group — the movie is rather cruel 
about the basement-dwelling, Jesus-loving goof with tes- 
ticular cancer who runs the group — Hazel meets Augus- 
tus (Ansel Elgort), an equally sardonic kid who lost his leg 
to cancer. They forge a bond out of shared gallows humor; 
Augustus instinctively senses that Hazel has no time for 
uplifting bromides, and the two fall with relief into easy 
chat. They're smart, well-read teens — Augustus favors 
adventure paperbacks, though, while Hazel idolizes a 
cancer-kid novel written by a recluse (Willem Daf oe) who 
hasn't published anything since. 

The recluse's novel ends in mid-sentence, and Ha- 
zel wants to know what happens after it ends, which is to 
say she wants to know what happens after she ends. Does 
the fictional cancer girl's family go on and find some sort 
of happiness? Hazel worries about her mom (Laura Dern), 




I worries that too much of 
her is tied up in being Ha- 
zel's mother and that she'll 
be left with nothing once 
Hazel goes. I felt my eyes 
sting a couple of times, and 
Laura Dern owned both 
of those moments; just the 
way she runs into Hazel's 
room, expecting a disaster, 
when Hazel has merely 
exclaimed about a surpris- 
I ing email, is heartbreaking. 
' Dern does a huge amount 
with very little here; it's 
heroically open work from a great actress. 

The plot takes the two kids to Amsterdam, where 
Dafoe's bitter alcoholic writer hides in a clutter of ignored 
fan mail and refuses to give Hazel an answer. In my mind, 
this is the most sensible thing he can do, because there 
isn't an answer, but his harshness drives the couple out of 
his flat and into the Anne Frank house, where they have 
their first kiss while other tourists applaud. This sort of 
self-absorption is easily forgiven among (a) the dying and 
(b) the young, and Hazel and Augustus are both. It's also 
an indication that Hazel may not be the most reliable nar- 
rator. 

The Fault in Our Stars becomes aggressively, 
almost brutally manipulative in its final stretch. It's an 
old-school weepie, all right, and the usual weepers will 
weep loudly, as they did at my screening. I stayed dry, 
ticking off all the bullet points. The purest love, the movie 
says, is not long for this life; true love can only spark be- 
tween two people who won't live long enough to get sick 
of each other (or to have a kid with cancer and to watch 
their married lives become about medical bills and wolf- 
hour hospital runs). As long as it stays with the two kids 
who have suffered far too much to be anything but honest 
around each other, the movie is fine. But then there's 
middle-of-the-night melodrama and a fake funeral and 
a real funeral — so many attempts to raise a lump in the 
throat that even the most forgiving viewer may feel a bit 
throttled. The movie, like the book, may gather a patina of 
greatness for those who look back on it fondly once safely 
out of their teens. But both the movie and the book should 
have had the courage to end mid-sentence.
